Ex-Student’s 
Actions Shake

WEST HARTFORD — Dis- 
cussions of race were at the 
forefront of the University of 
Hartford community Wednes- 
day — the same day that former 
student Brianna Rae Brochu 
appeared in court after admit- 
ting to police that she tampered 
with her former roommate’s 
belongings. 

Brochu, 18, who referred to 
her then-roommate as “Jamai- 
can Barbie” in an Instagram 
post in which she also claimed 
to have spit in the woman's 
coconut oil, put a toothbrush 
“places where the sun doesn’t 
shine,’ and other heinous acts, 
is facing hate crime charges for 
her actions. 

Gerard Lauture, a freshman 
at the university and an African 
American, said “kids are really 
concerned about it, kids are 
really upset. Racism is a big 
thing in the world today, so I 
feel like the school should take 
more action. ... I feel like we 
shouldn’t just let this go as if 
nothing happened.” 

Brochu, of Harwinton, 
turned herself in to police on 
Saturday after admitting she 
licked her roommate’s dining 
utensils and smeared her used 
tampons on the woman’s back- 
pack. 

Facing a Hartford Commu- 
nity Court judge Wednesday, 
Brochu was told she was not to 
return to the University of 
Hartford campus and was not 
to contact the victim. 

West Hartford police re- 
quested Brochu also be 
charged with intimidation 
based on bigotry or bias, in 
addition to breach of peace and 
criminal mischief charges. The 
department is also in the proc-

NEW YORK — Federal authorities on Wednesday charged the 
29-year-old Uzbek immigrant they say plowed a rented truck into 
people walking and cycling on a New York City bike path — killing 
eight — with providing support to a terrorist organization, alleging 
that he was inspired by the Islamic State to inflict mayhem and chose 
Halloween because he figured there would be more people on the 


street. 


In court papers, federal authorities said that Sayfullo Saipov told 
the FBI that he began planning his attack a year ago, though he settled 
on using a truck as a weapon only two months ago.
